Mr. Gross has spent time and money in 
., finding out and putting in legal form the 
fact that Cyrano de Bergerac was written 
late in 1897. He also has shown that his 
Own handiwork was given a copyright 
Presentation in Landon in November, 1896, 
and that soon afterwards copies of it were 
distributed among English universities and 
One placed in the British Museum. His con- 
tention from these facts of time and place 
hes been that M. Rostand either saw the 
copy at the museum or attended the copy- 
right performance, or secured one of the 
university copies. Upon that contention he 
has rested his charge of plagiarism against 
the French poet-dramatist.

The idea was that of an ugly man of 
great charm of mind falling in love with a 
beautiful woman, who herself loved another 
man whose only graces were those of ap- 
pearance. A seeming perfect lover was then 
to be evolved by giving the stupid, handsome 
man the use of the acute brain of his hope- 
lees rival. The theme, said M. Coquelin, was 
Geveloped in detail before a word was writ- 
ten. Night after night M. Rostand came to 
his dressing-room at the theater before the 
performance began and unfolded the story, 
by scene, situation by situation, and 
incident by incident.
